2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the independent 
claims contain limitations not found in the prior art. Claim 1 discloses a fingerprint recognizing 
display system comprising a fingerprint image recognizing unit disposed on a surface of a front 
cover surrounding the screen of a monitor, a kernel of an operating system of a computer main 
body for determining whether a fingerprint database has been established in the computer main 
body, and performing a fingerprint registration routine when it is determined that the fingerprint 
database has not been established and determining whether the monitor is a fingerprint 
recognizing monitor when it is determined that the fingerprint database has been established. 
Claims 12 and 20 disclose determining whether a fingerprint database has been established in a 
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computer main body, performing a fingerprint registration routine when it is determined that said 
fingerprint database has not been established, and determining whether the monitor of the 
computer system is a fingerprint recognizing monitor when it is determined that the fingerprint 
database has been established.
